2(. Interpretation.—The General Clauses Act 1897 (X of 1897) 
applies for the interpretation of this Act as it applies for the inter¬ 
pretation of a Central Act. 

3. Amendment of section 1, Ajmer Act V of 1953.—In sub-section 
(2) of section 1 of the Ajmer Motor Vehicles Taxation Act, 1953 
the comma and words except the limits of the Nashabad Canton¬ 
ment” shall be omitted.
